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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 1 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yanashita 
(2004/0124846). 

Yamashita et al disclose (see Fig. 6) a multi-heatsink integrated cooler 
wherein each of the heatsinks (35) is located independently in tight contact with 
the surface of one of the components (2), 'the housings of the heatsinks are 
hydraulically connected in a common system of airflow between the heat- 
exchanging means of all of the heatsinks (35) and the inside space of the blower 
(96). 

3. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rubenstein (6,798,663). 

Rubenstein discloses (see Figs. 4A-4D) a multi-heatsink integrated cooler 
wherein each of the heatsinks (303a, 303c) is located independently in tight 
contact with the surface of one of the components (301 a), the housings of the 
heatsinks (303a, 303c) are hydraulically connected in a common system of 
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airflow between the heat-exchanging means of all of the heatsinks (303) and the 
inside space of the blower (309 in Fig. 3A). 

With respect to claim 3, the blower is located overlapping at least one of 
the heatsinks (see Fig. 3A). 

With respect to claim 4, the blower is located directly on the surface of one 
of the heatsinks overlapping at least one other heatsink, and its axis of rotation is 
perpendicular to the surfaces of the heatsinks. 

3. Claims 2 and 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the use of an elastic 
sealing elements between heat sinks or the blower overhanging the area of the 
heatsinks so that at least 10% of the area of its inlet is located above an area without 
heat exchanging means in a device of this type. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Hoss et al (6,359,781), Rippel (4,884,631), and Gabuzda (4,851,965) are cited to 
show circuit cooling structures. 
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6. It is noted that the preliminary amendment received March 22, 2004, is signed by 
only one of the inventors, apparently as an officer of the assignee. However, a 37 CFR 
3.73(b) submission has not been received to support action by the assignee.
